A new approach suggesting “ changes in 
American drinking patterns” to control the 
drinking problem is destined to be misunder­ 
stood. 
A government-sponsored study recommends 
drinking in a family setting and lowering the 
legal age for public drinking. 
Some are sure to read into this a conspiracy 
to promote a nation of drunkards, or worse. 
Nothing could be further from the truth. Om- 
clusions drawn from the five-year study are 
aimed at ridding drinking of its “ forbidden 
fruit” allure.

The investigation showed that people brought 
up in totally abstinent traditions who later take 
up drinking apparently are more likely to be­ 
come problem drinkers.” 
Any sensible attack on problem drinking has 
first off to recognize how widespread the use of 
alcohol has become. Pressure for social drink­ 
ing is high. Also, drinking is more predominant 
among Wgh-school age youngsters than ever be­ 
fore. 
Since drinking cannot be stopped — that was 
tried once — the only other avenue open to 
those worried about alcoholism is to cwitrol it. 
In homes where drinking is socially accepta­ 
ble to the parents, young people need to be 
taught the value of moderaton. They won’t 
learn it if parents let them drink as they 
please, or if they are ordered to lay off the 
stuff until they reach some specified age. 
Being allowed to drink in the home takes 
some of the adventure out of sneaking around 
to get boose illegally. 
Parents in nwi-drinking families also owe 


something to their children - their reasons for 
abstinence. 
Young people need to be told how alcohol af­ 
fects the crime rate, breaks up homes, causes 
mental illness, increases auto accident ratés 
and wrecks lives. 
No stone should be left unturned to keep 
them from joining the ranks of millions who 
have a drinking problem. 
It is a fact many young people reject alcohol 
early when parents permit them to taste it. 
Strategy like this by parents shows the young 
person his opinion is respected and removes 
drinking from the list of things he can experi-, 
ment with in getting a sneak preview of adult 
Ufe.

'The cwnpulsory rail settlement going into e^ 
feet today for 137.000 shop craft workers may 
have come just in time to block the growing 
pattern of tossing tmigh labw disputes inte 
Congress. 
Congressional sources believe it may thiM 
give collective bargaining a much needed boost 
in the rail industry, where it appeared in great 
danger of failing entirely. 
The reason is simply that nelttier side Is 
happv with the wav this dispute was settled: 
The unions don’t like the compulsory settle­ 
ment procedure that was used — although tltey 
like the contract they got — and management 
is unhappy with the settlement terms. 
When the proposal for a compulsory settle­ 
ment of the shopcraft dispute was debated last 
spring and summer, organized labor and its 
supporters in Congress denounced It as 
just what management wanted. 


THEY ARGUED that adootion of the plan, 
proposed by the Johnson administration after 
voluntary settlement efforts failed, e^ld ^ • 
pattern so that management would henceforth 
balk at meaningful bargaining, knowing Con­ 
gress would then approve a compulswy settle­ 
ment 
A 1966 strike involving the airlines was set­ 
tled voluntarily only when similar legislation 
boaced down and kev congressmen forced re­ 
sumption of bargaining. 
Rail , management said It accepted the set­ 
tlement idea as a necessary last res«1, but 
it also knew that proposed settlements by two 
presidential panels were much closer to man­ 
agement’s terms than those (rf the riwpcraft 
unions. 
But management g(d a rather rude awaken­ 
ing last month when the special five - member 
board created to set settlement terms agreed 
on a much more generous raise than the two 
earlier panels had proposed. 
When Sen. Wayne L. Morse, D-Ore., chair­ 
man of the board, announced the terms, rail­ 
road management spokesman John P. Hiltz Jr. 
called them “clearly inflationary.” Machinists 
Union President P. L. “Rov” Siemiller com­ 
mented, “They asked for it.” 
Although there was some talk of a court 
challenge, Hiltz announced Friday the railroads 
would accept the decision. 
Sources familiar with the board’s thinWng 
indicate members made their determinatioiM 
solely on what they considered to be merit of 
the situation with little if any tlKMight to the 
political impact. 


BUT ALTHOUGH they may. not have intend­ 
ed it that way they left both sides unhappy 
with the over - all episode. 
This may show later this week when a Sen­ 
ate Judiciary subcommittee holds hearings on 
legislation to create a special eourt on labor 
management relations to handle major d is­ 
putes when collective bargMning breaks down. 
Union witnesses are expected to oppose the 
proposal, and some management spokesmen 
are reported to be lukewarm abmit it. 
The chances are slim anyway fiiat Congress 
could pass any permanent legislatton dealing 
with labor disputes in key industries such as 
railroads and airlines. 
President Johnson promised such legislation 
in January 1966, but Secretary of Labor W. 
Willard Wirtz admitted during congressional 
hearings on the shopcraft dispute that efforts 
to find a formula had failed. 
And the difficulty in passing the compulsory 
settlement in the House, when it would have 
applied to only one dispute, means it would 
probably be even harder to pass general leg­ 
islation to deal with all such disputes.

We need not wait until Lyndon Johnson slips 
into tfie shadow of history to begin an apprais­ 
al of his special political genius. 
In foreign policy, he must be judged by 
events to come. That is not our concern here. 
Like most intelligent politicians, the Presi­ 
dent’s private estimate of the majority of the 
electorate is colored by cynicism. He knows 
how gullible we are. His skills are designed to 
exploit that weakness. 
His method is simple, almost obvious. He 
perceives a public problem about which many 
people are deeply concerned. He is not a re­ 
flective man, but a congenital activist like his 
revered model, Franklin Roosevelt. He decides 
to do not one but several things about the prob­ 
lem about which people are worried. 


AS PRESIDENT he has many subordinate 
who have ideas about solving the same problem. 
Those ideas are in infinite variety. It doesn’t 
matter that some of them, if adopted, would be 
In conflict with others, if adopted. 
So he takes a generous selection of those 
ideas—panaceas, if you will—and proposes the 
assortment as national policy. In announcing 
the plans he gains something. He emohasizes 
that he knows the problem and forcibly re­ 
minds people that he is going to do something 
about it.

I select from a number of examples tne 
American city-not the people in the city, but 
the physical environment. 
The idea about doing something about cities 
are shaped into programs, and each program 
carries an. appropriation and its own special 
bureaucracy to operate it. Because the Presi­ 
dent has an obedient Congress, the program is 
enacted into law. 
In 1948 one program was in effect-public 
housing. 
In 1951 another program was adopted-slum 
clearance and urban renewal. 
By 1 ^ aw>ropriations were increased for the 
two programs already ado|ded and three new 
ones were operating—urban planning grants, 
public facility loans and housing for the elder­ 
ly.

Lyndon Johnson was Democratic leader in 
the Senate during most of the 1950s and had a 
hand in enacting these programs. 
President Kennedy also understood the strate­ 
gy of many programs for the same problem, 
but he had trouble getting his programs enact­ 
ed. Nevertheless, by 1962 three more urban 
programs were operating with wnall appropria­ 
tions. These were urban studies and housing re­ 
search, urban mass transportation and open 
space land grants. 
After Mr. Johnson became president, the 
number of programs and the monev spent in­ 
creased considerably—14 programs were in op­ 
eration in 1967. 


T -»i; I '--VST addition to the list merits par­ 
ticular attention. That is the demonstration 
cities pri^ram adopM in 1966. 
Since the word “demonstration” has another, 
unpleasant meaning, the name has now been 
changed to “model” citii.s program. As pro­ 
posed by the President, this was designed to 
concentrate in a few cities and with federal 
money make them models of what other cities 
might copy. 
This year the President asked $682 million for 
the program. The House cut this to $237 mil­ 
lion, but the Senate voted $537 millim. 
If we view this as an effort to provide a 
model, such a sum as the President recom­ 
mended would suffice onlv to remake a small 
city of about 100,000 inhabitants. But with the 
smell of federal money in the air, 70 cites are 
qualifying for a slice of the money. 
Thus, if the Senate’s $537 milUon is provided, 
there would be only about $7 milliiHi per city 
This relatively small amount wmild be lost in 
the great needs of any major city. 
And so it is not a “model citv” that would 
emerge, but simply another subsidy for cities 
whose reconstruction calls for bilUona. New 
York alone could use $26 MUion In tiie nwt 
dccddts 
But “model city” sounds good. Everybody 
wants a fnodel city, especially people who live 
in one. It is an idea that has a pleasant sound, 
end in politics that is all that luttera.

Recent evidence of effective 
U.S. pressure, one source said, 
was the removal of six province 
chiefs and from 40 to 50 district 
chiefs on charges of corruption 
and incompetence.

When the home owner is 
p sinUng a roof or chimney , or 
mnk ing rep airs which require 
several tools, brushes and con­ 
tainers, be is often in an awk ­ 
ward sp ot. 
The average roof has a p itch 
which allows toese imp lements 
to slide down. And it is not rare 
to hear of a whole can of p aint 
being sp illed because of the 
difficult slop e. 
Most of the trouble of this k ind 
encountered by the amateur re- 
p urman is easily tak en care of 
^ means of a p ortable shelf 
the ty p e described here. 
This handy shelf is made by 
nailing two p ieces of board to­ 
gether in the form of a corner. 
Nothing could be more simp le 
and the shelf formed will save 
cai virtually any p itch of roof. 
Probably the b a t size for the 
avaage bouse is a shelf 16 or 
IS i m ^ long, made (Hit of six 
or oght-inch board. It is 
to hok i two cans, a coup te of 
iM^shes and a scrap er and p utty 
faiife. If y our w« *k calls for 
greater equip tnovt, the 
s he l 
can be made accordingly . 
On the average roof with 
more or less rough surface, toe 
two edges which contact the 
roof are enough to p revent slip ­ 
p ing, but where there is any 
d u t ^ of tNs, two or toree nails 
can be driven into the lower 
edge of the ttp right board so 
toat toe p oints p rotrude and act 
as a safety measure. It is even 
p ermissable to p res« the shelf 
down 80 toat toe p ants dig into 
the roof surface without bann­ 
ing k to any extent. 
Aside from toe convouence of 
this gadget, it has a definite 
•afety angle for the w o r k e r. 
When a num has to be reach­ 
ing here and thae for tools 
<x 
brushes, and g-abbing at slip - 
p k ^ k erns, he does not have 
his m i n d <m his footing cm* 
the safety of his p osition. This is 
not toe best state of mind for 
a p erson on a roof.

However, tì» re is some ad­ 
vice toat will imp rove the seal­ 
ing efficiency of the weatha- 
strip p ing once it has been at­ 
tached to the windows. Keep 
toe windows lock ed during cold 
weather — and if toe 
l oc k s 
don’t close the sarfi tightly , fix 
them so they do. 
Don’t run TV or radio wires 
over weatoerstrlp p ing because 
they will damage k and cause 
the window to fit p oirly . In­ 
stead, notch toe weatherstrip - 
j» ng so toe wires will fit p rop ­ 
erly . When the wnooth metal 
finish has beai p ainted, the 
windows will stick or bind.

Castro Accepts Repo rts 
Abo ut Death Of Guevara 


Needle Pattern 


HAVANA (AP) - The revo lu- 
tio nary mo vement In Latm 
America will go o n despite the 
Mhard blo w” of guerrUla leader 
Ernesto Che Guevara’s death in 
Bo livia, Prime Minister Fidel 
Castro says. 
In a bro adcast speech Sunday 
night, Castro said that “impe­ 
rialism has a fear o f Che after 
death.” He said Guevara has 
been eliminated physically but 
his ex ample “can never be 
eliminated by anything o r any­ 
o ne.” 
Castro spo ke so ftly In a low 
vo ice, his characteristic flam­ 
bo yance muted by sadness, as 
he said he accepted as “bitterly 
true” repo rts that Guevara had 
been killed in a batUe with 
tro o ps in Bo livia’s jungles. 
The prime minister said he 
co uld no t do ubt the authenticity 
o f pho to graphs o f the dead man 
and a diary said to belo ng to 
■ Guevara, who fo ught with Cas­ 
tro against Cuban President 
Fulgencio Batista and became 
Castro ’s right-hand man in go v­ 
ernment. Guevara had dro pped 
fro m sight in Cuba in 1965. 
It was the first o fficial Cuban 
co mment o n the repo rts (rf Gue­ 
vara’s deaUi. 
Castro , dressed in an o live 
green majo r’s unifo rm, said he 


was declaring three days o f 
mo urning and that a memo rial 
tribute to Guevara will be held 
Wednesday night in Havana. He 
said the Cubanflag wo uld be 
flo wn at half-staff fo r 30 days 
and anno unced that Oct. 8, tint 
day Bo livian a u t h o r i t i e s 
claimed Guevara’s death, wo uld 
be hencefo rth a ho liday. 
Castro said he accepted Bo liv­ 
ia’s repo rt o f Guevara’s death 
in part because its go vernment 
is to o “stupid’; to invent it. But 
he said there were “strange and 
co ntradicto ry things” surro und­ 
ing the sto ry and suggested that 
Che had been betrayed by a de­ 
serter. 
He said he believed the Bo li­ 
vians killed Guevara after tak­ 
ing him captive and no t, as re­ 
puted, during a five o r six -ho ur 
battle. He said a battle that lo ng 
is o ut o f line with guerrilla 
strategy. 
Castro ridiculed a Bo livian 
army repo rt, co ntradicted 
Bo livia by so me miltary o fi­ 
ciáis, that Guevara gasped be­ 
fo re his death, “I am Che. I 
have failed.” 
The Cuban leader said Che 
wo uld never have said anything 
to aid the enemy.
